place.

A specimen of cruelty which Is not 


as noticeable as those cited is im- 
proper pruning 


Not only Is a tree Injured by cutting 


off large brunches, but when It 
is 


done so that ragged stumps are left 
ihe Injury Is Incalculable. 


It Is true that pruning Is needed tc 


produce symmetrical shape; but the 
best rule IB to prune as llttla as pos- 
sible. 


Indiscriminate cutting out of branch- 


es cannot be called pruning. 


A skillful pruner will take out onlj 


branches here and there, and when he 
Is through the removal will hardly be 
noticed except in the 
improved ap- 
pearance.
